Referendum letter 
coming next week

City Clerk Linda Choate re¬ 
vealed Monday that she has re- 
ceived a letter from the 
Michigan Attorney General’s 
office that she will be in¬ 
formed next week if the three 
city potential referendum 
questions will be on the June 
ballot. 

Choate had hoped to re¬ 
ceive such information earlier, 
but said the state’s decision 


would still allow her the three 
weeks she needs to get the is¬ 
sues on the printed ballots. 

The referendum questions 
are similar to those rejected 
by the voters on Feb. 22. 

If approved by the state, the 
questions will be on the same 
ballot as the school board can¬ 
didates. 

Running for the two seats on 
the school board are incum¬ 
bents Betty Lenossi and Mic¬ 
hael Woods as well as 
challenger Robert McLachlan.

Oakley had first said that 
the administration was waiting 
to deal with the businesses’ 
lawyer - who was out of the 
area until this past Tuesday. 

He claimed he didn’t want 
city officers issuing tickets the 
city couldn’t enforce. 

But after Paul Lewkowicz 
joined the request for city ac¬ 
tion and complained of the 
fuel leaks, Oakley agreed to 
have the leaks checked out. 

Councilwoman Debbie Ro- 
mak pressed a request that the 
Oakley administration check 
out potential violations at the 
trucking companies property. 

She said Lewkowicz has 
been asking for action from 
the city since last November. 

The request was approved 
by a 6-1 vote - with only Coun % 
cilman Leroy Burcroff oppo¬ 
sing the action. 

Burcroff said the council is 
only a legislative body and 
should not be pressing de¬ 
mands on the administration. 


In a surprise move, the Ro¬ 
mulus City Council voted 7-0 
Tuesday night to kill a re¬ 
ported detailed plan to accept 
an environmental deepwell 
project on Citrin Drive. 

While details of the plan 
have not been revealed to the 
public, the entire council was 
given the plan in a private ses¬ 
sion by city environmental 
lawyers. 

Sources said City Council- 
jnan William Wadsworth im¬ 
mediately after the executive 
session moved the package 
plan with Environmental Dis¬ 
posal Systems be rejected. 

The entire council then fol¬ 
lowed his lead and turned 
down the plan. 

The evening session that be¬ 
gan at 6 p.m. started with a lot 
of apprehension among voters 
and others attending the spe¬ 
cial council meeting. 

Some city residents report¬ 
edly were so mad early Tues¬ 
day, one political watcher said, 
they even began planning 
early ideas on creating a recall 
effort for any council mem¬ 
bers, who might have voted in 
favor of the plan. 

Because of the Tuesday 
night deadline, the Romulus 
Roman did not learn if any in 
the crowd of citizens took the 
opportunity to speak on the is¬ 
sues Tuesday night. 

A more complete report will 
appear in Sunday’s edition of 
the Eyewitness and then in 
next Thursday’s Romulus Ro¬ 
man. 

While city officials re¬ 
mained stoic prior to Monday 
and Tuesday’s meetings, ac¬ 
cording to rebounding rumors 
an insurance company cover¬ 
ing the city on the deepwell 
matter reportedly told city fa¬ 
thers “settle with EDS or lose 
your insurance coverage.” 

The City Council received 
limited flak Monday night 
from citizens on the well issue 
- but many said that was be¬ 
cause the meeting was held at 


the same time as the televised 
Detroit Red Wing champion¬ 
ship hockey game. 

At the same time Taylor offi¬ 
cials and anti-well activists 
were meeting in their city try¬ 
ing to set up their strategy for 
Tuesday night. 

As expected they -- along 
with State Rep. Raymond 
Basham (D-Taylor) -- helped 
fill up the council chambers. 

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers were given a small taste 
of what they would face on 
Tuesday, when longtime anti¬ 
well activist Sandra Yehrman 
warned “Gilbraltar voters 
threw out the bums” when they 
were offended by their actions, 
and “we can throw the bums 
out in Romulus” too if they 
vote in favor of the deepwell. 

R.R Lilly, a longtime spokes¬ 
man for the citizens’ group RE¬ 
CAP, told the council on 
Monday night “I’m a little bit 
confused” after reading re¬ 
ports a deal may be in the off¬ 
ing on the well issue. 

Lilly asked the council if 
they wanted to preempt the 
long efforts donated by the vol¬ 
unteer Site Review Board - a 
group that heard repeated tes¬ 
timony on the deepwell pro¬ 
ject and then voted to oppose 
it. 

He asked Mayor Pro Tern 
Randy Gear if “a deal was in 
the works?” 

Gear claimed he knew noth¬ 
ing about any such deal and if 
there was one I would not sup¬ 
port it. 

Lilly then asked Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley if he knew any¬ 
thing about such a deal. 
Oakley would only admit that a 
executive session would be 
held on the deepwell issue. 

The deepwell issue began a 
decade ago, but didn’t become 
an emotional political issue 
until about two years later. 

The issue quickly divided 
the City Council and created 
just short of a civil war in the 
community...via lawsuits, zon¬ 
ing battles and claims of at¬ 
tempted physical harrassment 
on both sides.

Ex-beating victim’s walk is slated Saturday

LisaKay Wojcik -- a Ro¬ 
mulus woman who admits to 
being a repeated domestic vio¬ 
lence victim in past years -- 
will step off on a personal 30- 
mile walk this Saturday in 
Plymouth, Westland and Liv¬ 
onia. 

The former 340 pound bat¬ 
tered housewife has trimmed 
200 pounds from her body and 
has packed on instead loads of 
self esteem since her recent 
marriage to her third husband, 
Richard. 

LisaKay, 32, shockingly ad¬ 
mitted iii recent weeks - that

shelter. 


she also was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis in Novem¬ 
ber of 1998. But despite that 
medical problem, she still has 
hopes of doing a 30-mile solo 
march in each of the 50 states 
in the U.S. over a five to seven 
year period. 

On Saturday her walk will 
begin at 8 a.m. outside the of¬ 
fices of Bob Jeanotte Pontiac 
in Plymouth. 

LisaKay is seeking to raise 


funds for the First Step domes¬ 
tic violence shelter, a facility 
she too has used in the past. 

Her 15 years of physical 
abuse during two marriages 
severely cut into her self es¬ 
teem. She also reportedly vis¬ 
ited emergency wards of local 
hospitals 27 times. 

In 1996 her lifestyle 
changed dramatically as she 
decided to take control of her 
life, lost 210 pounds. She later 
opened her own company Lis¬ 
aKay Does Matter and has been 
raising funds for domestic vio¬ 
lence victims ever since. 

She was featured in a newly 
released book Win the Fat War 
by Anne Alexander. She also 


will be listed in the survivor 
stories in the July’s edition of 
Prevention magazine. 

While short in stature - she 
is five feet two inches tall - 
LisaKay remains strong in will 
power and testimony. 

LisaKay gains strength from 
the persons she talks to about 
eight times a month. 

The dialogue she has with 
persons at these sessions helps 
her, she said. 

In addition her husband, 
Richard, also gets involved in 
those sessions - sometimes as 
an on-looker and other times 
as a participant - since some 
persons want to know his 
views on her efforts also.

Adams Middle School Princi¬ 
pal Celestine Sanders has been 
suspended with pay pending a po¬ 
lice investigatioa 

“The Westland police depart¬ 
ment has been conducting an in¬ 
vestigation regarding matters con¬ 
nected with the principal of 
Adams Middle School,” said 
Wayne-Westland Superintendent 
Greg Baracy “Based on the inves¬ 
tigation, the district has suspend¬ 
ed Celestine Sanders with pay 
pending our investigation as well 
as the outcome of the police in¬ 
vestigation.” 

Baracy emphasized that there 


is no proof of wrongdoing. 

“At this point, the district has 
not reached any conclusion re¬ 
garding the effect of her investiga¬ 
tion or any conclusions about her 
employment” 

The district placed Assistant 
Principal Mark Ceasar in charge 
of Adams, which is located on 
Palmer Road, between Venoy and 
Wildwood.

Davis, for his part fueled the controversy And so 
did City Manager Steve Walters. Partly on the advice 
of former city attorney Steve Hitchcock, the two de¬ 
cided to take three longtime officers to court for es¬ 
sentially cutting out of work early. The charges were 
so laughable the judge after hearing preliminary tes¬ 
timony, tossed the case out court 

If the officers prevail in their countersuit, resi¬ 
dents of Belleville will have to pay, and pay big. This 
will come on top of the dollars of overtime and attor¬ 
ney fees, this spat between chief and officers, has 
caused. This on top of a handsome payout to former 
City Manager Kerreen Conley who’s disagreements 
with former Mayor Dennis Fassett also resulted 
in taxpayers reaching into their wallets. 

One wonders where the city council was when 
their police department was increasingly losing its 
effectiveness because of infighting. On March 6, they 
were holding a closed session to discuss the situa¬ 
tion, not allowing citizens or press to attend. Citizen 
Ralph Mayer decided to report the meeting as a vio¬ 
lation of the Open Meetings Act It was found, yes in¬ 
deed, the Council had violated the Michigan statute 
and in Resolution 049, with egg on their collective 
faces, promised to the public that they would never 
do it again. 

That aside, the Council has been asleep at the 
wheel. They should have dealt with the police de¬ 
partment controversy early on. In a town as small as 
Belleville, eveiyone knows everybody’s business. 
The Council knew what was going on, they chose not 
to act Now innocent citizens will have to pay. 


Two ongoing items in the Belleville area deserve 
our attention. 

First, the Van Buren Board of Education will 
name Interim Superintendent Larry Tabor Superin¬ 
tendent as soon as a contract can be agreed upon. 
Tabor took over for James Richendollar recently 
when the longtime superintendent decided to retire 
in mid-school-year 

What’s peculiar this scenario is that the Board 
has refused to embark upon the traditional route of 
finding a qualified superintendent - that is hiring 
the Michigan Association of School Boards to con¬ 
duct a full search for candidates and then through 
interviews and visits, determining which candidate 
best suits Van Buren. In a search like this, typically 
administrative staff, teachers and parents are in¬ 
volved in the selection process. 

On a vote of 5-2, the Van Buren board determined 
a search was not necessary. They already had their 
man, Tabor, and he was right here in their district 
Their logic according to a detailed account of the 
meeting was searches don’t always work, are some¬ 
what costly and probably would produce candidates 
who would use Van Buren as a stepping stone to a 
betterjob 

Everyone agrees Larry Tabor has served the dis¬ 
trict well, and would be regarded highly in any 
school’s superintendent search. That is not the point 
More importantly, and I think Tabor would agree, a 
search would have sent a message to some of the 
nay-sayers in Van Buren, and there are many, that 
the school district is attempting to shop for fresh 
ideas and new faces. One of the major raps against 
the Richendollar era was the school board’s “rally 
around the wagons” persona in whic criticism 
was the enemy and those that dared dish it out 
were ostracized. 

But that message didn’t come. Like County Execu¬ 
tive Ed McNamara in choosing his airport director, 
the Van Buren School Board refused to go the popu¬ 
lar route of inviting candidates. That is a shame, be¬ 
cause Tabor’s reign will begin tainted, before it is 
even started. He, the staff and parents deserve better 
than that 

Not all searches end up pleasing everyone. The 
City of Belleville chose a police chief from outside 
the city, and have been em roiled in controversy ever 
since. It appears Chief Paul Davis had the deck 
stacked against him before taking over the job last 
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Hoping that Vietnam War 
memorial teaches history 


Next to Ohio, Michigan lost 
more soldiers in the Vietnam War 
than any other state: 2,649. Yet 
Michigan is the only state without 
a Vietnam War memorial. 

To rectify the omission, veter¬ 
ans have designed the Michigan 
Vietnam Monument to be built in 
Lansing Memorial Park, but the 
project can’t start until the spon¬ 
sors raise $2.7 million to build the 
wall and establish a memorial 
maintenance and education trust 
fund. 

After seven years of fundrais¬ 
ing, the veterans are $600,000 
short 

In stepped the state’s JCs, who 
will be holding fundraisers on 
May 21 on to help fill the gap. 
Westland’s Mike Kehrer, a Realtor 
and recent city council candidate, 
heads the statewide drive.

bombed Haiphong harbor in 
North Vietnam. 

This, not the Vietnam War, was 
the reason American lost Vietnam. 

Had our leaders honored their 
commitments to Ho, Vietnam 
probably would have remained 
an ally and not become the only 
country to defeat the United 
States in a war 

Thanks to our public school 
system’s aversion to teaching his¬ 
tory, few people realize that peace 

with Vietnam had been an alterna¬ 
tive from the start because 
nationalistic Vietnam was never 
part of the cold war. In fact, after 
defeating America, Vietnam 
fought China 

The other little-known Viet¬ 
nam-related piece of history is 
the price in freedom that Ameri¬ 
cans paid for the Korean and 
Vietnam wars. 

As long as America remained 
at war, hot or cold, government re¬ 
mained in a war time mode with 
spies, high taxes, a militarized 
economy fueled by weapons man¬ 
ufacture, and restrictions on free¬ 
dom. 

Soon three generations of 
Americans knew nothing else, 
the result is a military budget 
greater than the combined de¬ 
fense budgets of every nation and 
only the “War r ; Drugs” and Ser¬ 
bia to fight 

Hopefully, memorials like the 
Michigan Vietnam Monument 
and the Wall in Washington DC 
will motivate people to learn 
more about the Vietnam War, its 
cost in freedom as well as its cost 
in lives. 


There is enough blame in this issue to go around. 
No one is innocent. The police department, the 

chief, the city manager, the former city attorney, the 
mayor and the city council have dropped the ball 
and acted inappropriately, The citizens of Belleville 
deserve better than this.

The changes cut so deep that 
to this day people still argue 
about them. That’s why the war’s 
25th anniversary has stirred a de¬ 
bate about whether the war was

This is not the place to argue 
whether a 20-year war that took 3 
million lives was just or not The 
best I can do is dredge up a little 
history that I wish were more 
widely known. 

Believe it or not during World 
War II the United States original¬ 
ly backed Ho Chi Minh’s League 
for the Independence of Vietnam 
against the Japanese occupation 
army and the Vichy Fhench colo¬ 
nial authorities. Like US Admiral 
“Bull” Halsey, Ho made sushi out 
of the Japanese military. Thankful 
for American help, the victorious 
Ho entered Hanoi in the summer 
of 1945 and read the Declaration 
of Independence in the public 
square. 

The American alliance lasted 
an eye blink. British troops con¬ 
quered Vietnam’s south and 
handed it over to the FYench, the 
alliance with Ho notwithstanding. 

Despite Truman’s betrayal of 
allied promises, Ho did not turn 
to Moscow until about 1954, when 
the American dominated Geneva 
accords set up a rival government

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Two recent tragedies in South¬ 
east Michigan have raised the 
question of responsibility and cul¬ 
pability for shooting deaths that 
have occurred. 

The first was the case of a six- 
year old boy who shot and killed 
another six-year-old classmate. 
The boy obtained the weapon used 
at a crack house where he was liv¬ 
ing with two young brothers and an 
older relative. The loaded weapon 
had been stored in a manner that 
provided easy kccess for the six- 
year old who took the weapon to 
school to “get even” with the young 
girl he had argued with the day be¬ 
fore. 

Law enforcement officials have 
charged the adult responsible for 
bringing the gun into the house 
with involuntary manslaughter. 
The legal standard that prosecutors 
will have to meet for a conviction is 


drunk could cause a fatal accident 

The second tragedy involved a 
56-year-old tenant of a “senior” 
housing complex subsidized by the 
federal department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). The 
man is suffering from schizophre¬ 
nia and was taking mind-altering 
drugs for the condition. In the ear¬ 
ly 1990’s HUD changed the occu¬ 
pancy rules to require local senior 
housing officials to accept the ap¬ 
plications of mentally disturbed 
persons of any age (those with men¬ 
tal “disabilities”) unless a back¬ 
ground check disclosed criminal 
activity. 

Although normally a mild-man¬ 
nered person, according to those 
who know him, the tenant in his al¬ 
ter persona was described as a hot- 
tempered foul-mouthed individual 
suffering from delusions of perse¬ 
cution. 


Several of the elderly (female) 
tenants had complained of his be¬ 
havior and wanted him evicted 
from the building. As required by 
HUD rules, a confrontation was 
arranged between the man and his 
accusers. During the “meeting” he 
stormed out, went to his apartment, 
returned with a rifle and went on a 
shooting rampage resulting in the 
deaths of three women. 

Where is the responsibility and 
culpability in this tragedy? The 
shooter can hardly be classified as 
a “reasonably prudent” person. 
But what about those who made 
the rules making a tragedy like this 
almost inevitable? In this writer’s 
opinion, they showed a “reckless 
and wanton disregard” fbr the safe¬ 
ty of the defenseless senior occu¬ 
pants. Should they (the rule-mak¬ 
ers) be charged with involuntary 
manslaughter? 
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to prove that the adult acted with a 
“reckless and wanton disregard” 
for the consequences of his actions 
that a “reasonably prudent” person 
would have known could result in 
great physical harm or death to oth¬ 
ers. They do not have to show that 
the defendant intended anyone to 
die. 

The involuntary manslaughter 
charge is often used against drunk 
drivers who are involved in fatal 
traffic accidents. It is difficult to ar¬ 
gue that a “reasonably prudent” 
person would not know that driving

Now we are engaged in a 
great civil war, testing whether 
that nation or any nation so 
conceived and so dedicated, 
can long endure. 

We are met on a great bat¬ 


tlefield of that war. We have 
come to dedicate a portion of 
that field as a final resting 
place for those who here gave 
their lives that this nation 
might live. It is altogether fit¬ 
ting and proper that we should 
do this. 

But, in a larger sense, we 
cannot dedicate -- we cannot 
consecrate - we cannot hallow 
- this ground. 

The brave men, living and 
dead, who struggled here, have 
consecrated it, far above our 
poor power to add or detract. 
The world will little note, nor 
long remember what we say 
here, but it can never forget 
what they did here. 

It is for us the living, rather, 
to be dedicated here to the un¬ 
finished work which they who 
fought here have thus far so 
nobly advanced. It is rather for 
us to be here dedicated to the 
great task remaining before us 
--"that from these honored 
dead we take increased devo¬ 
tion to that cause for which 
they gave the last full measure

The Effects of Age on the Teeth and Mouth 


Q: What are some of the effects of aging on the teeth and mouth? 


A: As people get older, there are many changes the body will go through. Quite 
a few of these affect the mouth and teeth. We have all heard of the saying, “long 
in the tooth”, to refer to someone who is elderly. Well, that is a reference to the 
periodontal disease which so often affects the elders of our population. 
Periodontal, or gum disease, is a progressive loss of the bones and gum tissue 
which attach the teeth to the mouth. Gum disease is not an inevitable part of 
growing older, but is certainly more prevalent among the elderly. 


Dry mouth is also a common problem seen in older individuals. This so often is 
a direct result of multiple medications taken by the elderly. These medicines, 
while necessary for maintenance of overall health, often will have the side 
effect of reducing the salivary flow in themouth. As a result of this, patients 
with dry mouth are more susceptible to cavities, 
especially on the exposed roots of their teeth. 


These are just tow of the multiple problems which older 
individuals may face with their teeth and mouth. In the 
coming weeks, I will take a look at some of these other 
concerns.

Canton sailor serving 
on U.S. submarine

Following a 100-year tradi¬ 
tion in America, Canton sailor 
Thomas L. Hathaway IV is 
serving aboard an attack sub¬ 
marine homeported in Pearl 
Harbor. 

Hathaway, son of Thomas 
Hathaway III, is an electronics 
technician aboard the U.S.S. 
Columbus and is following the 
underwater tradition dating 
back to the Revolutionary War. 

The submarine uses a tech¬ 
nically advanced system and 
can operated jointly with a 
battle group or independently 
to protect allied ships or de¬ 
stroy enemy vessels and land- 
based targets. 

The ship is equipped with 
Tomahawk missiles, MK48 tor¬ 
pedoes and can travel ,at 
speeds up to 20 knots. 

A 1994 graduate of Plym¬ 
outh Salem High School, Hath¬ 


away states “my job consists of 
many of the same sort of tasks 
that any industrial electronics 
technician would do. 

“I also work on the subma¬ 
rine’s communications sys¬ 
tems, phones and announcing 
system,” he added. 

While spending long pe¬ 
riods away from friends and 
family, Hathaway said “the se¬ 
cret to success in the subma¬ 
rine fleet is that you must have 
a strong work ethic and dedi¬ 
cation to the ship and its 
crew.” 

Joining 130 crew members 
aboard the Columbus, Hatha¬ 
way declared “I wanted to do 
something different. The abil¬ 
ity to live, work and fight in the 
underwater environment has 
always interested me. 

“It was something that very 
few people get a chance to do,” 
.-the six- year veteran sailor 
said. “I have seen places no 
surface ship travels to...from

Large or small, wetlands are 
valuable not just as natural 
features, but also because they 
provide vital benefits to soci¬ 
ety with essential value. Be¬ 
cause of the significant impact 
on fishing,, wildlife and the 
Great Lakes, our wetlands can 
play a vital role in the econ¬ 
omy in Michigan. 

Senate Bill 1235 closes a 
loophole from legislation pas¬ 
sed in 1980 that exempts small 
“noncontiguous” wetlands 
from state protection. Accord¬ 
ing to a 1996 Department of 
Natural Resources scientific 
study, Michigan has well over 
350 small wetlands which are 
not under protection of the 
DEQ. The DEQ has failed to 
act on the 1996 study. I fear 
that if not protected, road¬ 
building and other publicly- 
funded projects may harm 
these small but valuable wet¬ 
lands. 

The bill is supported by the 
Michigan Environmental 
Council (MEC). “This bill is an 
important step in protecting 
more than 100 of Michigan’s 
valuable wetlands,” said Lana 
Pollack, President of the MEC. 
“We commend Senator Peters 
for his leadership. His bill re¬ 
flects that best science we 
have on areas that are impor¬ 
tant for clean water, flood con¬ 
trol, and biological diversity.” 

In termg of environmental 
policy, protecting all of Michi¬ 
gan’s wetlands must be one of 
our top priorities. This legisla¬ 
tion will ensure the protection 
of some of Michigan’s most 
valuable resources for years to 
come.

President must 
address veterans’ 
side of nuclear 
nightmare 

To the Editor: 

President Clinton says he 
wants to “right the wrongs of 
the past” committed against 
factory workers who built 
America’s nuclear arsenal. To 
each civilian bomb maker suf¬ 
fering from cancers related to 
radioactive exposure, the ad¬ 
ministration offers either a 
lump sum payment of $100,000 
or a medical treatment and job 
retraining package. 

If medical records are lost, 
the sick worker gets compen¬ 
sated. If there is uncertainty 
about the origin of the cancer, 
the sick worker gets the bene¬ 
fit of the doubt. 

The government should 
have taken this approach 
years ago, with respect to 
“atomic veterans” deliberately 
exposed to ionizing radiation 
in nuclear tests conducted in 
the 1940s, ‘50s and ‘60s. 
“Atomic veterans” wore 
badges that recorded their ex¬ 
posure so that the government 
could determine the impact of 
radiation on the human body. 
They fought two wars: one for 
freedom; the other for treat¬ 
ment and compensation from 
the U.S. government, which for 
years denied a relationship 
between these veterans’ can¬ 
cers and their radiation expo- 
sure. As long as the 
government denied the ill¬ 
nesses were service- 
connected, the government did 
not have to provide health 
care and benefits to the sick 
veterans, thus prolonging ag¬ 
ony and hastening death. 

The American Legion 
fought alongside these vet¬ 
erans and successfully repre¬ 
sented a major claimant. 
Orville E. Kelly in 1979 was ' 
awarded disability compensa- 
tion by the VA for his 
radiation-linked cancer, a 
landmark case that set the 

stage for the awarding of bene¬ 
fits to thousands of “atomic 
veterans.” * 

The American Legion also 
fought hard to persuade the 
government to provide health 
care and compensation for 
“atomic veterans” suffering 
from numerous cancers, in¬ 
cluding: thyroid breast, lung, 
bone, liver, skin, esophageal, 
stomach, colon, ovarian, rectal, 
prostate, pancreatic, kidney, 
urinary bladder, salivary 
gland, multiple myeloma, pos¬ 
terior subcapsular cataracts, 
non-malignant thyroid nodular 
disease, parathyroid adenoma, 
tumors of the brain and cen¬ 
tral nervous system, and lym¬ 
phomas other than Hodgkin’s 
disease. 

However, many sick vet¬ 
erans do not get the benefit of 
the doubt that their conditions 
are service-connected and 
therefore rely on American . 
Legion service officers to help 
them travel an arduous road to 
compensation. Some sick Vet¬ 
erans are awarded health care 
and benefits. Some are not. 

Many veterans whose 
claims slipped through the 
government’s cavernous 
cracks are now frail, elderly, 
and overwhelmed as much by 
betrayal as illness. Further, 
there are conditions that Con¬ 
gress has yet to make compens- 
able for health care and 
benefits from the Department 
of Veterans Affairs, including 
chronic lymphatic (lymphocy¬ 
tic) leukemia. 

A White House panel 
poured over scientific studies 
of accelerated cancer rates 
among civilian nuclear bomb 
makers. The case for compen- 
sating civilian nuclear 
workers was compelling; no 
less compelling than the re¬ 
cent cancer figures on patriots 

who in their young adulthood 
followed orders and paid the 
price. 

An Institute of Medicine 
study released in October 
found a 50 percent higher 
leukemia-death rate among 
land-based military personnel 
in the Nevada desert who par¬ 
ticipated in atomic experi¬ 
ments, compared to land- 
based troops who did not. 


Death rates for prostate and 
nasal cancers were upwards of 
20 percent higher for atomic- 
test participants, according to 
the IGM study. 

Science, once again, proved 
what The American Legion 
contended for two generations, 
unfortunately through decades 
of government denials: Ioniz¬ 
ing radiation contributed to 
cancer in certain veterans. 

The American Legion, the 
nation’s largest veterans orga¬ 
nization, is a long-standing ad¬ 
vocate of compensation and 
health care for “atomic vet¬ 
erans.” As its national com¬ 
mander, I would stand proudly 
with any administration that 
would announce a new posi¬ 
tion: That ailing veterans 
henceforth exposed to 
radiation-in any form-will re¬ 
ceive the benefit of the doubt 
that their illnesses are service- 
connected. They will be pro¬ 
vided hassle-free medical care 
and just compensation in the 
Department of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs medical and benefits sys¬ 
tems. 

No denial. No compensa¬ 
tory shell games. Just the same 
treatment the administration 
today extends to civilian vic¬ 
tims of a nuclear nightmare. 
That is what the men and wo¬ 
men of The American Legion 
want, and that is what our na¬ 
tion’s veterans have earned.
